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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 1 , Applicant argues that ATTAR 
does not disclose a time slot assignment section that assigns "a set of communication stations" to "each of the time slots". Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. In the cited portion fl18 of ATTAR along with other parts of the disclosure of ATTAR, it is clear that TDMA (Time- 
division Multiple Acces) is employed for communication. A person of ordinary skill in the art would understand it as assigning multiple time 
slots to multiple communication stations. Although, in H20, as noted by the Applicant, ATTAR is discussing a related art which assigns one 
communication station a time slot, it does not teaches away from the invention as in fl59 ATTAR states assigning multiple communication 
stations to one time slot. However, since ATTAR does not explcicly disclose that the assignment is restrcited to PG channel only, this 
deficiency is cured by INUMA which in col. 2 and col. 6 as cited, expressly discloses multiple communication stations being assigned one 
time slot. 

Applicant also argues that, ATTAR in view of INUMA does not discloses that "when the time-synchronous communication section transmits 
a tme-synchronous communication frame to each communication station in the set of stations, time of the time section of each 
communication station and the time slots in the set of communication station are synchronized." ATTAR, in H135 expressly discloses that 
each of the station and the transmitter has a "timing" associated with them. A person of ordinary skill in the art would reasonably interpret 
timing of transmitter and receiver, for example, as same as the timing section being synchronized and thus the communication between 
them as being synchronized. 

Arguments related to claims 3, 4, 7, 11, 14, 15 and 17-20 are based on the arguments addressed above with respect to claim 1, therefore, 
they are considered to be addressed as well. 
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
